In the Remarks filed January 22, 2008, the applicant argues that Perry discloses that the electrolysis of tungsten using a molten salt bath 
of a eutectic-composition is carried out at 775 C, and since such temperature is above the decomposition temperature of organic resists, 
there would be no reasonable expectation of success from the combination. The examiner acknowledges that the statements about the 
molten bath temperature of Perry and the decomposition temperature of organic resists may be true, however, the applicant's argument is 
deemed to be unpersuasive, because even though Perry teaches a high-temperature molten salt bath, the examiner merely relies on 
Perry to teach that the tungsten is deposited in a molten salt bath. Since Kasajima et al. already teach a molten salt bath having the lower 
melting point, the deposition of tungsten in the molten salt bath of Kasajima et al. would not decompose the organic resists. The applicant 
further argues that a metal fluoride is required in the molten salt bath of Perry and the molten salt bath of Kasajima et al. does not contain 
a metal fluoride, therefore it would not be obvious to make the combination. This argument is deemed to be unpersuasive, because even 
though there are differences in the molten salt bath of Perry and Kasajima et al., the combination is proper since both Perry and Kasajima 
et al. teach depositing a metal in a molten salt bath, and as such they are analogous art. 
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
